THE study of aural diseases follows very 
naturally the anatomical divisions of the parts 
involved; hence the nomenclature ranges itself 
under the divisions, external, middle, internal. 
This order we shall follow. 

Otitis externa, or inflammation of the external 
ear, manifests the features of the diseases of the 
skin, deviating in some particulars, because of 
modifications of structure, to meet special 
demands. Hence the parts before and behind 
the auricle present the affections of the dermoid, 
the auricle and the external portion of the meatus 
those of the perichondrial, and the internal parts 
of the meatus those of periosteal elements of 
structure. 

Eczema is the same here as elsewhere. The 
symptoms are redness and swelling, followed by 
vesicular eruption, which becomes pustular, and 
covers the parts with crusts, overlying ulcers of 
greater or less depth. Its cause is constitutional ; 
rarely unassociated with the same disease in 
some other parts of the body. The treatment 
consists in the administration of arsenicum, 
yraphites, mezereum, petroleum or sulphur. We 
have had the very best results from petroleum 
internally and locally, ( Cosmoline) in cases where 
the disease was specially obstinate in the region 
behind the auricle. 

Mal-formations of the auricle offer opportu- 
nities for plastic operations according to the form 
which presents. Tumors, either vascular or 


ceous or fibro-cartilaginous ones can be easily 
removed by a V shaped incision, but the large 
vascular tumors or haematomata, have raised 
some questions as to cause, structure, and proper 
treatment. The authorities* divide these tumors 
into two classes, idiopathic and traumatic; the 
first are found largely in the insane, and depend 
upon mal-nutrition of the auricle, because of 
morbid changes in the tissues at the base of the 
brain, the result being a vascular tumor. The 
traumatic are simply the result of blows, produc- 
ing swelling and ecchymosis, ending in defor- 
mity, on account of the effusion of lymph or 
blood, and hence changes’in the structure of the 
cartilage and true skin. 

The approved treatment is incision just suffi- 
cient to evacuate the fluid and coagula, then fol- 
low with compressive bandage till the absorption 
is complete. 

In one case of traumatic origin I obtained good 
results by the use of the galvanic current. 
Needles were passed into the tumor, one at each 
end, and a current of fifteen cells was passed for 
three minutes; after three sittings the tumor had 
reduced to such a degree, that the fossa of the 
helix was the only part specially deformed, and 
tenderness had disappeared. The patient then 
disappeared also, giving no opportunity to 
observe the final result. 

We now come to the diseases of the meatus. 
Under the term otitis externa, we consider not 
only the forms of inflammation strictly, as for 
instance, the diffuse and circumscribed, but also 
such associated matters as may be regarded as 
causes or consequences of disease, such as foreign 
bodies, polypi, ete. 

Otitis externa, or inflammation of the external 
auditory canal, is of two forms, diffuse and circum- 
scribed. Statistics show that it is much more

otherwise, may require removal. Small seba- 
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rare than otitis media.* Allow me to remark, 
in passing, that this form of disease is never 
eatarrhal, it cannot be; a study of the anatomy 
of the meatus, shows the lining to be skin, and 
not mucous membrane. I once heard a practi- 
tioner of experience speak of the external audi- 
tory canal, as “ the external duct of the ear.” It 
would seem, from the efforts made to induce a 
flow of some nature from the ear, whenever dis- 
ease occurs there, as well as the joy manifested 
when it is well established, that many well- 
informed people consider the ear a secreting 
organ, and the meatus its “‘ external duct.” 


We will next study the two forms of diffuse |

tion of tissues, which may continue for months, 
and even years. Ulceration, more or less exten- 
sive, may be an immediate result, and periostitis 
and necrosis of the osseous portion of the canal. 

Cause.—\ am disposed to consider the remote 
cause constitutional, but the immediate one is 
usually direct irritation by the use of ear picks 
or similar instruments. Efforts in the direction 
of extra cleanliness, by the use of napkin or 
towel, rolled and pushed far into the meatus, 
often cause irritation, or push the normal secre- 
tions in aipon the membrane. 

Cold is mentioned as a cause, but it will be 
found that the middle ear is the part effected 
by cold. 

Treatment.—This must be directed to the 
remote cause as well as to the acute conditions. 
Mereurius or hepor sulph. are usually sufficient 
to allay all immediate suffering. 

Indications. —Mercurius. Tearing or shooting 
pain, quite uniform, especially at night, «gyra-

brings more or less relief. Chilliness and per- 
spiration, which do not relieve. This remedy 
usually is sufficient. Under its use the symptoms 
may change, and then we shall probably need 
Shooting pains, aggravated by 
touch, sense as if bruised.

It has been my practice to use, in conjunction 
with the internal remedy, a local application, viz.: 
belladonna, one half drachm; glycerine, one 
drachm; watev, one ounce; dropping a few 
drops in the meatus occasionally, as warm as can 
be comfortably borne. The instillation of hot 
water, drop by drop, is of great service; the 
same may be said of hot vapor of water. The 
use of poultices is to be deprecated, the infiltra- 
tion becomes more extensive, and serious results 
have followed their excessive application. 

When the inflammation passes to the subacute 
or chronic form, we must find our remedies 
among those acting to correct the constitutional 
taint. Arsen icum, sulph., graph., lye. and silicea, 
have been found curative in the cases that are 
strictly suppurative. Carbo vey. and graph., in 
those where the dermoid layer of the integument 
in the canal is constantly exfoliated. 

Do not think that your duty has been dis- 
charged by the administration of the indicated 
remedy alone. If many cases have been cured 
by internal treatment alone, many more have 
been uncured for want of proper cleansing. The 
very best results have been obtained where the 
surgeon cleansed the parts daily, drying the 
tissues by means of cotton with a proper holder. 
In the vast majority of cases this is impracticable, 
but when possible, let it be done, two or three

syringe, I have come to use it only when com- 
pelled to substitute it for the cotton and probe. 
My belief is this, that the syringe, in lay hands,

Cases.—Feb. 21, 1874—No. 1. Miss A. A., 
age 14.—A large obese subject, for five years 
has had occasional attacks of earache, and watery 


discharge from both ears. Hears R. ##v, L. 41%. 
R. M. E. nearly closed by the swollen tissues. 
M. T. not seen. A quantity of thick cheesy pus 
flowed from the canal when the speculum was 
pressed into it, but the pain was so great that 
no attempt was made to open the canal sufficient 
to view the membrana tympani. Cu/c. was given 
at long intervals, and merc. viv. when acute symp- 


toms set in, giving a dose every hour till relief 


was afforded. 

March 19—Both M. E. dry and cracked, no 
discharge from either, graph. 30. 

April 4— Less of the cracked appearance.

June 1—Until this date has steadily improved.

Otitis externa circumscripta, or circumscribed 
| inflammation of the external ear, (furuncle) is the 
more frequent form of affection of the meatus. 
| Although more simple in its pathological char- 
‘acter, it is often not less severe in its course, 
even if of short duration. 

| Furuncles in the external auditory canal are 
the same in course and cause as when developed 
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in other parts of the body, which is often coin- 
cident with the disease in the ear. Pain, deafness 
caused by the swelling with more or less general 
fever, are the subjective symptoms. 

On examination, the meatus is found more or 
less completely closed, and the tissues very sen- 
sitive to touch. This we saw was also true in 
acute diffuse inflammation. The differential diag- 
nosis will be readily made clear by using a blunt 
probe, touching every part of the circumference 
of the canal; in the diffuse form every point is 
alike sensitive, in the furuncle, extreme pain is 
caused only when the point of inflammation is 
touched. 

The cause will be found in the direction of 
mal-nutrition, either deficiency or excess, hence 
we are apt to meet these cases at the time of 
constitutional change, spring and fall. 

The treatment must be both medicinal and 
The remedies usually indicated are 


hygienic. 


belladonna, hepar sulph. and mercurius. When 
the pain is of unusual severity, the belladonna, 
glycerine and water may be used locally. During 
the last year I have used Picric Acid, both in 
private and clinical practice, with the greatest 


satisfaction, and find it nearer to a specific for 
this disease than any other. 

Direct the patient to observe proper diet, and 
regular hours of sleep; thus the “habit” of the 
system will be changed, and a succession of 
furunculi avoided. 

Otitis parasitica is the technical term applied 
to those diseases of the canal in which the ulcera- 
tion is associated with the growth of vegetable 
fungi. The attention of the profession was 
called to the matter by our German colleagues,* 


and during the eight years since the character of 


the disease was made clear, there have been 
many cases reported by aurists in our own 
country as well as abroad. 

The history of these cases at the outset is not 
unlike that of a case of inspissated cerumen, but 
soon becomes increasingly serious.

cause. Symptoms: At first a sense of pres- 
sure, with tinnitus, greater or less degree 
of deafness, and later, pain in the canal, 
which is dull in contrast to the sharp pain of 
other forms of otitis. On examination the ob- 
jective symptoms are found to be not unlike 
those of inspissated cerumen, but any attempt to 
remove the cast which fills the canal by the use 
of the syringe, fails; only by means of the for- 
ceps, with strong light, can the mass be removed 
piecemeal. The result is that the walls of the 
canal are left denuded, and the surface covered 
with sanguineous fluid. Twenty-four hours, in 
one case that came under my care, sufficed to 
recover the walls with the whitish shreds of the 
fungus. The fungus consists of three essential 
parts: Ist. Mycelium, a pseudo-membrane 
which forms the groundwork on which the 
second part, or fructifying portion arises perpen- 
dicularly; and 3d: the free spores which lie 
thickly strewn upon and inthe mycelium.* Two 
varieties have been quite generally observed, 
Aspergillus, flavus, glaucus and nigricans, and 
Pencillium glaucum. These two forms have 
occurred in the same subject. Blaket reports a 
case in which the removal of a mass of cerumen 
covered with the aspergillus flavus relieved all 
disagreeable symptoms. The plug of cerumen, 
while kept in a glass-stoppered bottle, developed 
aspergillus, but on being exposed to the air it 
was soon covered with the pencillium. In the 
North American Journal of Homeopathy, vol. 
21, p. 403, will be found a report of cases with 
microscopic drawing, by Dr. Arcularius. I will 
give you one which was of special interest.

This patient reported at alater date. October 
16, 1872, the husband reported that the patient 
had been entirely well since last date. 

This is perhaps the most fitting time to con- 
sider the subject of malsecretion of cerumen. 
In your reading you must have noticed the great 
amount of space devoted to this topic. It 
seems to me a very simple matter, there is no 
apparent reason why the secretion of sebaceous 
glands in this locality should not be subject to 
the same deviations from normal functional 
activity that we notice in other localities. This 
is the case, and the deviations may be corrected 
by proper internal remedies. 

These deviations are in the direction of defi- 
ciency on the one hand, and excess on the other. 
As far as my observation goes, diminution of 
the secretion occurs in those cases in which the 
experienced observer would anticipate inflam- 
mation of the middle ear in the direction of 
proliferation. In all the cases which I have ob- 
served, the lining of the inner portion of the 
meatus was thin, hard and dry, causing increase 
in the diameter of the canal. A similar condi- 
tion exists in proliferous inflammation of the 
middle ear. : 

In cases where the secretion of the glands is 
excessive, you will always find the tissues soft 
and of normal, if not of increased thickness. | 
It is true that you will find some cases in which | 
there is the dry, tense condition, and the canal 
occluded by masses of horn-like inspissated 
cerumen; but as it is known that these masses | 
have remained in the canal for years, in some 
cases, temporary increase may have occurred, 
followed by decrease. 

Increase of secretion and the formation of 
plugs is very frequently associated with eczema, 
or diffuse inflammation of the meatus. 
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Symptoms.—These are loss of hearing, tin- 
nitus aurium, and in some cases, pain or dizzi- 
ness, or both. These symptoms may present in 
other affections of the ear, but it would seem 
that errors in diagnosis need not occur when we 
have such simple and effective means of exami- 
nation as we now possess; yet Von Tréltsch* 
tells us of a case as follows: An old man after 
drinking to excess was knocked down ; the blow 
upon his head caused him to lie, according to 
his own statement, senseless for about fifteen 
minutes. However, he got home, had a com- 
fortable night, but found in the morning that he 
was almost perfectly deaf. The physician who 
was called, made the diagnosis of concussion, or 
perhaps apoplexy of the cerebrum. The patient, 
who was otherwise perfectly well, was cupped 
and purged, and after a few days had a seton 
added to the remedies. A month later Prof. 
Von Tréltsch saw the patient, examined the 
ears, found both canals full of cerumen, removed 
it in a few minutes by injecting warm water, re- 
lieving the patient of his deafness, as also from 
“a profound cloudiness of his intellect,” which 
had existed ever since the accident. 

Prof. Roosa mentions a caset that had been 
seen by no less than six medical men. All had 
prescribed applications to be dropped into the ear. 
None had made an examination. The removal 
of hardened cerumen restored the function of 
the ear perfectly. 

The loss of hearing is usually sudden, even if 
not complete. The patient may be able to tell 
the exact moment of failure, and also asserts his 
views of the cause. The pain, if it exists, is due 
to the pressure of the mass upon the membrana 
tympani, or the walls of the canal. Dizziness 
and other subjective symptoms are also due to 
the pressure of the cerumen upon the mem- 
brane, causing change of tension in the fluids ot 
the internal ear. 

Causes.—As has been intimated in what has 
been said in a general way concerning the 
causes, the remote ones must be sought in those 
changes of analogous tissues, which indirectly in- 
volve the glands in the meatus. ‘The immediate 
cause may be more easily discovered. Often the 
irritation resulting from eczema, urges the 
patient to pick or wipe the canal very frequent- 
ly; the use of ear-picks and spoons, washing

Treatment.—The very first essential for the 
safe removal of any foreign body, is (¢o see it. 
“ Blind zeal only does harm,” is a motto quoted 
iby some of the most celebrated aurists. “No 
one who remembers how great is the difficulty 
of abandoning a seemingly simple task in which 
he finds unexpected difficulties, probably under 
the eyes of anxious friends, before whom an 
apparent failure will be intolerable, will suffer 
himself to take up any instrument for the re- 
moval of a foreign body from the ear, until after 
the most patient efforts to avoid it, and the most 
serious consideration of its absolute necessity. 
Even to this day it remains the fact that ears are 
thus destroyed without shadow of reason or ex- 
cuse, and not by careless or incompetent per- 
sons alone.”{ . Death in a few, and life long in- 
jury in many cases have been the penalty paid for 
neglect of the above caution. Never use for- 
ceps, probe or any similar instrument until a 
patient use of the syringe has proved of no

ZYMOSIS. 
BY JOHN M. MILLER, M. D. 


ZYMOSIS, derived from the Greek, is defined 
as relating to Fermentation. 

Before entering upon the consideration of the 
etiology of zymotic diseases, it would be well to 
state that, until of late, this field has been one 
which has been very little known, although often 
discussed. Previous to the discovery and prac- 
tical use of the microscope, these diseases could 
not have been understood, and in the following 
description of them, the facts noted and theories 
advanced, are those that have been gathered 
from the different sources that the literature of 
the subject affords to the student. 

To physicians, the study of zymosis offers a 
field where extensive knowledge is to be gained 
in relation to some of our most dreaded diseases, 
to their prevention, diagnosis, and, let us hope, 
their cure. A word now with reference to the 
connection which exists between this process of 
fermentation, which the word zymosis expresses, 
and the causation of disease. 

Liebermeister, professor of Pathological Ana- 
tomy and Clinical Medicine at Basle, Switzerland, 
adheres to the following opinion. He says, 
‘*two actions take place, first, chemical transfor- 
mation, and secondly, a multiplication of living | 
organisms.” ‘The well-known law of fermenta- | 
tion, external to the organism, is applicable to | 
the changes that occur within it. 











With the knowledge we now have, it can no 
longer be denied that, the most minute particle 
of infectious material is all that is necessary to 
propagate and multiply disease, the method of 
entrance into the economy, having little or no 
influence upon the result. The poison, when it 
has once been introduced, will multiply itself to 
an indefinite extent, as is well proved and illus- 
trated in the power which vaccine virus has upon 
those vaccinated. Liebermeister says, “ Just as 
it is with this virus, so it is with that producing 
variola, measles, scarlatina, and the other acute 
infectious diseases.” 

Zymotic diseases comprise all epidemic and 
endemic affections. They are contagious and 
non-contagious. Under the first head, we have, 
variola, varioloid, morbilli, scarlatina, diphtheria, 
pertussis, typhus, cholera Asiatica, ete. Under 
the second, membranous croup, erysipelas, car- 
buncle, dysentery, diarrhea, cholera morbus, 
cholera infantum, cerebro-spinal meningitis, re- 
mittent and intermittent fevers. Under this head 
I shall also assign typhoid fever, although many 
of the profession will probably differ with me in 
this; the bites of poisonous serpents and of other 
creatures, which produce violent constitutional 
disturbances, terminating in death. Also puer- 
peral fever, and a peculiar disease, little known 
outside of the Western States. where it exists, 
and is much dreaded by the inhabitants—I allude 
to the so-called “ milk sickness.” While in active 
practice in Southern Ohio, in 1867, I was sum- 
moned to attend the wife of one of the farmers. 
The patient was found to be in a semi-comatose 
condition. The cerebral symptoms were of a 
typhoid nature. Obstinate constipation, which 
nothing relieved, was present, accompanie| with 
nausea, violent vomiting, excessive thirst, rigidity 
of the knee joints, trembling and restlessness. 
The most singular feature about the case was, 
the presence of a very peculiar odor, which 
seemed to emanate from the body of the patient. 
In all my experience I had never encountered one 
/resembling it in any particular. It so thoroughly 
permeated my clothing, that although some time

contagious diseases is established, 


As the disease was, at that time, unknown to me, 


and as my partner had always lived in the region 
where it existed, I requested him to see the case 
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with me on my next visit. He did so, and imme- 
diately recognized it as “ milk sickness.” A care- 
ful study of what few authorities we have on the 
subject, leads us to but one conclusion as to its 
causation. What the actual poison is we do not 
know,.but its action is of such a nature as to 
admit of our classifying the disease with others 
of the acute infectious order. 

To return to the patient: we left her in a semi- 
comatose condition. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that we could arouse her from her 
coma, but finally our efforts met with partial 
success, and she was able to answer one or two 
questions, but could not recognize any member 
of the family. A short time subsequently she 
died. 

One thing we are certain of, and that is, the 
disease is communicated by cattle to human 
beings, through the medium of the milk, ete. 
The majority of those affected invariably die; 
dogs and buzzards which have feasted upon the 
cadavers of such animals, have been found dead 
beside them. 

This is one more link in the chain of evidence 
which goes to show that the cause of at least the 
majority of acute infectious diseases is a conta- 
gium vivum, that this contagium is the product 
of a process of fermentation, and that the condi- 
tion most favorable to this decomposition is one 
of defective drainage, bad ventilation, etc., ete. 

The time will come, and, perhaps is now very 
near, when the microscope will, at last reveal to 
us, the actual cause, the germ itself, of those 
malarial diseases which are at the present day re- 
garded as the bane of every civilized community.

ANEURISMAL TUMOR OF THE LIP— NATURE'S 
ASSISTANCE—RARE CASE OF MEDULLARY CAN- 
CER-—DEATH—-POST MORTEM APPEARANCES, 


On the 30th day of March last,.Dr. Brown, of 
Elizabeth, brought to. my office an infant, with 
an aneurism of right facial at its befurcation into 
the coronary. The lip was much disfigured, the 
tumor was as large as a marble, and growing 
rapidly. The child was scrofulous in the extreme, 
but nevertheless, as the most sure means of relief, 
I excised that portion of the lip containing the 
tumor, which embraced about half the labial 
substance. In endeavoring to preserve as much 
as possible of the contour of the mouth, I cut quite 
close to the tumor, at the angle of the mouth, 
and had a very smart hemorrhage from a vessel 
nearly the size of the radial. I ligated this, and 





brought the edges of the wound together with 
hare-lip pins. In order to restore the contour of 
the lip, I inserted a fine thread in the vermillion 


border. The following is an extract from Dr. 
Brown’s letter, and I insert it here, to show the 
exact condition of the parts, and the state of the 
patient, and how much nature may do in the 
restoration of parts. 


Exizasetu, May 2d, 1875. 
Wa. Top Hetmvrn, M. D. 

My dear Doctor:—Yours of the 26th ult. is before me. 
Bad cases kept me from answering it sooner. 

The little baby has gone home to Pennsylvania, near Allen- 
town, and is therefore not to be seen at present. Three or 
four days after the operation a scabby eruption broke out 
about the mouth and on the cheeks, and behind the ears; 
the glands under the jaw and on the neck swelled; the eyes 
were sunken; the stitch put in the vermillion border of the 
lip cut its way out; and on looking into the mouth, I noticed 
that union had not taken place. The external condition 
could not be examined on account of the crust over the cut, 
and for this reason I delayed the removal of the pins until 
the end of four days. One pin came away without any 
trouble, the other caused some bleeding, which thickened 
the already thick crust. This crust I did not disturb until 
the following day. In the meantime the wound opened, 
and the ligature hung loose in it. By degrees the sores 
healed, but a glandular swelling behind the right ear 
increased, and, as I understand from a letter received 
yesterday, has suppurated. While this child was here, and 
when it went away, I feared the trouble was reproducing 
itself, for the cleft was filled up, all but the lower end of it, 
with what looked like granulations.

Arsenicum.—Itching of the skin and sore 
burning sensation, following scratching. 

Cicuta.—No itching; the exudation dries 
down into a hard, lemon-colored scab. 

Graphites.—-—Profuse serous 
eczema occurring in blondes inclined to obesity. 

Rhus Tox.—Incessant itching and scratching ; 
the more they scratch the greater the urgency 
to scratch. 

Arsenicum.—High.—Dr. Brewster reported 
a case of chronic eczema of face and scalp, 
spreading from the ear with a fine vesicle, drying 
down into bran-like scales.

Belladonna 1400.—Dr. Brewster cured a 
case by means of the following indication:

Poisonous Colors on Wall Paper.—Dr. F.

The Curative Sphere of Belladonna.—Dr.

It is indicated in headache with pulsation of 
the carotid arteries, flushed face, injected eyes 
and photophobia, worse on the right side, ete. 
It is contrasted with Glonoine. 

In sore throat it is compared with Mercurius. 
Its indieations are given in bronchitis and flatu- 
lent colic. In prolapsus uteri, dysmenorrhea 
and metorrhagia, its indication is severe down- 
ward pressure in uterine region as if everything 
would be forced out, particularly when walking 
or stooping, etc.

| In erysipelas its indications are heat, swelling 
‘and scarlet redness or shining redness.

In neuralgia the pains suddenly begin and 
cease as suddenly.

iRYONIA COMPARED WITH ACONITE AND 

RHUS. TOX. 

Dr. Miller states that in pleurisy and rheuma- 
tism, Bryonia has great aggravation of pain 
from the least motion; also profuse, sour sweat, 
easily excited. It bas dryness of lips and 
mouth; dry, brown stool and aggravation of 
pain in the evening and before midnight. 

Whereas Aconite has full, hard, frequent pulse, 
dry, hot skin, red, scanty urine, thirst, restless- 
ness and anxiety and aggravation of symptoms 
in the evening and after midnight. 

In gastric derangements Bryonia has nausea, 
or nausea and faintness on rising from a recum- 
bent position. This he had frequently verified. 

Cases of pleurisy or rheumatism curable by 
Rhus. Tow. are caused by exposure to wet 
weather, or by straining, lifting, etc., and there 
is great restlessness occasioned by an aggrava 
tion of pain from keeping still. There may be 
aggravation on first moving, but relief from con- 
tinued exercise. The tip of the tongue may 
have a triangular redness. General aggravation 
after midnight and amelioratidn from dry, warm 
applications. 

Discussions on Bryonia, Aconite and Rhus. 
Tox.—Dr. Hawley prescribed Rhus. Tox. in 
typhoid fever when there was triangular redness 
of the tip of the tongue. 

He generally gave Bryonia in various com- 
plaints when there was a marked aggravation 
of pain from the least motion. In headache, 
when the forehead aches as if it would split, 
but for cough on coming into a warm room, he 
preferred Pulsatilla. 

He prescribed Bryonia in gastric derange-

weight like a stone in the stomach and a bitter 
taste in the mouth, everything tasting bitter. 
He found it the remedy in rheumatism when 
there was intense aggravation of pam from 
motion. Aconite does noi have this aggravation 
so prominently, but it has restlessness and 
anxiety. The Bryonia patient is very cross 
and ugly. He found Bryonia curative in con- 
stipation with dry, hard, burnt stools. 

Dr. Seward had proved Bryonic and obtained 
as a result severe pain in sole of foot, with great 
lameness. Could not walk; not much swelling. 

Dr. Young reported various verifications of 
Bryonia. 

“ Poisoning by Arsenic.”—Dr. Miller states 
that a lady once persistently took Jvwler’s 
Solution of Arsenic for erysipelas. Invariably 
after taking a dose she had the following symp- 
toms: dyspnea, injected conjunctiva, and eye- 
balls fixed (like Cicuta.) Since then she has 
several times experienced a return of the same 
symptoms immediately after taking Arseni- 
cum, 6. 





MetHops oF PuysicaL CuLture. — Dr. 
Nathan Allen, before a meeting of the Amherst 
Alumni, recently instituted a comparison be- 
tween boating and ball playing on the one hand, 
and gymnastics on the other, as now practised 
by college students, very much in favor of the 
latter. The former calls into exercise chiefly 
certain muscles of the chest, the spine, and the 
limbs, and when long continued, produces an 
abnormal development of these muscles at the 
expense of other muscles, and often causes con- 
gestion of vital organs, resulting in serious dis- 
eases, and often endangering life.

SEA SICKNESS. 

THE man who will reveal the correct patho- 
logy of Sea Sickness, and point out the remedy, 
will send his name down to posterity as one of 
the greatest benefactors of his race. As many 
theories have been advanced as there are physi- 
cians who have crossed the ocean, and almost as 
many infallible cures, but unfortunately, in the 
day of trial, most of them failed. 

Recently, Dr. Clapham has proposed a remedy 
which in his hands has proved so successful, that 
in one hundred and twenty-four cases in which 
it was administered, in one hundred and twenty- 
one it produced entire relief. 

This remedy is the nitrite of amyl, and the 
mode of administering it is to place three or four 
drops on a handkerchief, and hold it close to the 
patient’s nose, the inhalation being conducted so 
rapidly as to give the full influence of the drug, 
without a too free admixture of air. He believes 
that the cause of the malady consists in an undue 
congestion in the vessels of the spinal cord, 
which was also the theory of Dr. Chapman, of 
ice-bag notoriety. This view was strengthened 
by the developments of a post mortem examina- 
tion on a Chinaman, who was killed while in 
the very act of vomiting during an attack of sea 


sickness, by the fall of a heavy piece of iron from 
aloft. 


The autopsy was made four hours after 
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death, and leaving out of consideration the heart, 
which had been pierced by the falling iron, all 
the organs were healthy but the spinal cord, 
which was literally engorged with blood through- 
out its entire length, The appearance was 
similar to what he had seen in post mortems of 
epileptic cases who had died during the “ status,” 
and it was the resemblance which obtains in life 
between these two conditions, pallor of surface, 
cold sweat, etc., coupled with the similarity of 
the pathological conditions, which induced him 
to give the remedy which had been found so 
valuable in the epileptic “ status.” 

The peculiar action of the remedy in freeing 
the circulation, and relieving the hyperemia of 
the cord, is quickly evinced by a throbbing 
sensation in the temples, and by a more or less 
general flushing and increased warmth of the 
surface of the body, which is usually followed in 
the course of half-an-hour by a gentle slumber, 
from which the patient awakes to eat a hearty 
meal. In Dr. Clapham’s experience, the sickness 
may return after the lapse of twenty-four hours, 
when another dose is given, the patient being 
placed in bed so as not to interfere with the 
subsequent slumber. 

The causes which produce the hyperemia are 
of course constantly in force, but it is the 
experience of sea-going people that if the first 
conditions can be remedied, the system soon 
accommodates itself to the motion of the vessel, 
and during the remaining portion of the voyage 
ceases to feel discomfort. At one time chloro- 
form and chloral hydrate were considered almost 
specifics, but they have failed so often as to have 
lost much of their popularity. Aconite has been 
given, and occasionally with very marked results, 
to relieve the hyperemia of the cord, and the 
engorgement of interna] organs, thereby throw- 
ing the blood more to the surface. Very few 
people die under the direct effects of sea sick- 
ness, but what are looked upon as complications, 
such as violent congestion of internal organs, 
and complete exhaustion, are by no means un-

OPENING OF THE SEASON OF 1875-6—ADDRESSES 
BY REV. DR. CONKLING AND OTHERS. 


THE opening of the Winter season of New 
York Homeopathic Medical College took place 
Tuesday, October 12th, at the College building, 
corner of Third avenue and Twenty-third street. 
The exercises were opened by a brief introduc- 





tory address by the Dean, J. W. Dowling, M.D., 
who, after cordially welcoming the students, 
spoke at some length in favor of the homao- 
pathic system of medical treatment. After allu- 
ding to the intention of the college authorities 
to permanently establish the “ grading system” 
in the institution, the speaker introduced to the 
audience Rev. Dr. N. W. Conkling, who deliv- 
ered a very thoughtful and eloquent discourse 
on the importance of the physician’s vocation. 
He said that, next to the ministry, the profession 
of medicine was the most honorable and re- 
sponsible. Such a profession the speaker argued, 
should be prepared for with seriousness and 
painstaking, with singleness of aim, honesty of 
purpose, and a sincere desire to promote the 
happiness of mankind, but the one, and above 
all, great need was full preparation for the duty 
to be discharged, because to the physician’s 
hands were committed a paramount charge. 
For this reason the world wanted only those 
men who by honest effort had striven to learn 
all that could be known relative to the nature of 
disease, and the method of driving it from the 
human system. In alluding to the course of 
study in the college, the speaker said that it 
would be a great and good thing if provisions 
were made for the establishment of a post grad- 
uate course of study, and also for the foundation 
of fellowships. It was a matter that appealed 
to the philanthropic and wealthy men and 
women of the country. Laboratories and 
libraries should be secured, so that those stu- 
dents whose tastes and natural aptitude led them 
to pursue courses of special study and scientific 
investigation, might carry such study and inves- 
tigation into the various departments of medical 
science. Our centennial of national history, the 
speaker continued, should not find this great 
Metropolis of the New World destitute of an 
endowed medical university.

venereal disease; in a word, mercury is far from 
being a single specific; several drugs are in the 
same rank with it, when used to cure syphilis; 
the great rule of similars remains true here also, 
it only cures conditions like those it can produce. 
This is the reason why Trousseau has said, that 
it was often easy to distinguish cutaneous syphi- 
litic affections from mercurial effects, but that 
there were cases in which the diagnosis was 
difficult and even impossible. 

Mercury penetrates all the vessels of the 
body, deposits itself in all the organs, and forms 
intimate and tenacious combinations with the 
albuminous substances; introduced into the cir- 
culation, it diminishes the quantity of albumen, 
of fibrine, and the number of blood globules, at 
the same time increasing the serous part of the 
blood; on the other hand, the duration of its 
action is very long, sometimes lasting even a 
whole life-time; this is not simply hypothesis; 
among people who have been under its influence 
a certain time, it is found many years after in all 
the tissues and liquids of the body: in the blood, 
the urine, the bile, the perspiration; in the braiu, 
in the watery humor of the eye, and in the bones, 
it forms different combinations with these liquids 
and tissues. One may see from this what ravages 
such a substance may produce, when it is intro- | 
duced in strong doses into the human organiza- 
tion, and yet allopathy continues its abusive | 
administration; there is not a disease in which it 
is not employed in exaggerated doses without 
indication; the abuses are the greater because 
certain forms of syphilis rese nble completely, as | 
we have noticed above, the mercurial cachexia ; 
this then is what happens: the unhappy patieut 
has no other disease except mercurial noisoning, 
the doctor takes these for new syphilitic symp- | 
toms, and continues to administer daily, addi-| 
tional doses of poison. Such accidents never 
happen under the influence of homeopathic | 
treatment; we have to guide us the grand law | 
of similars, and the pathogenetic indications of 
the mercurials are sufficiently exact; our doses | 
are exceedingly small, and never cause any | 
lasting derangement, even when we give the| 
low triturations. Thus, for example, when a| 
homeopath prescribes from the third to the) 
tenth trituration, at the rate of ten centigrammes | 
a day, he would have to renew this dose a hun- 
dred days in succession to have the patient take | 
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one centigramme of pure mercury, which is the 
daily dose of the allopath. Mercury is one of 
the greatest remedies which the materia medica 
possesses. It has an action on the glands, 
mucous and serous membranes, upon the skin, 
upon the fibrous tissues, upon the nervous 
system and the bones. Finally, it has a powerful 
action upon the blood, liquefying it, and causing a 
profound cachexia; the eyelids become affected, 
the skin swells sl‘ghtly, the legs become edem- 
atous, then follow palpitations of the heart, 
and various functional troubles ; then ecchymoses 
and hemorrhages, etc., necessary consequences 
of this Jiqueiaction of the blood. The action 
of mercury addresses itself principally to the 
lymphatic system; the lymphatic vessels being 
spread out over all the body, we can understand 
why its influence is so general. On the mucous 
membranes it often causes vesicular and pustular 
eruptions, with tendency to ulceration, and some- 
times with considerable secretion of mucus; of 
the serous membranes it attacks particularly the 
neritoneum, causing an inflammation and effusion. 
l:s action upon the bones limits itself almost 
exclusively to the periosteum, causing a perios- 
titis, which is sometimes considered of a syphi- 
Jicie nature, when it is the effect of too energetic 
treatment. Mercury has an important action on 
the nervous system, which has not been yet suffi- 
ciently studied. Jt causes a trembling which is 
called mercurial paralysis, melancholy, a sort of 
madness. The whole d:gestive tube and its 
annexations are strongly influenced by the 
mercurials; in small doses it causes an augmen- 
tation of the secretions of the mucous membrane. 
(mercurial stomatitis,) of the salivary glands, 
(:nercurial salivation,) of the liver, of the pan- 
creas; but when the action is prolonged, it causes 
an irritation, with swelling and diminution of the 
secretions. 

One remark which ought always to be present- 
ed to the mind apropos of mercury, is, that it par- 
ticularly produces ulceration and almost never 
induration, therefore it is not the remedy for hard 
chancre, nor for papules and sypbilitic indura- 
tions in general; but it acts in a very happy 
manner upon soft chancre, upon various forms 
of syphilitic ulcerations of the throat, upon 
rupia, impetigo, ete. 


Principal Symptoms.—The physiological 


effects of mercury can be studied in the most 
complete manner, in cases of individuals who 
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are exposed for a certain time to the emanations 
of this substance, such as the workmen in the 
mines of Idria, the silverers of glass and gilders; 
one authenticates from them particular cachexia, 
and the so-called mercurial nervous affection, 
metallic taste in the mouth, the epithelium of 
the tongue becomes detached, burning in the 
pharynx, thirst, bad breath, gums red, swollen 
and bleeding easily, yellow teeth covered with a 
viscous coat; the teeth appear elongated, are 
vascillating and recede from the gums; mercu- 
rial salivation, tongue swollen so that it comes 
out between the teeth, ulceration in the mouth, 
with a tendency to gangrene, tendency to 
diarrhea, bloody diarrhea (Mere. Corr.,) aug- 
mentation of the urinary secretion, swelling of 
the glands of the neck, of the groin, of the 
axilla, in the mesentery, swelling of the parotids, 
of the liver and testicles, affections of the 
mucous membranes, of the conjunctiva, cutane- 
ous eruptions of the miliary sort, eczema, 
herpes, impetigo, rupia, profuse sweat, mercurial 
fever is augmented in the evening; loss of 
strength, sharp pain in the bones, metrorrhagia, 
various affections of the nervous system, con- 
vulsive tremblings, pains in the arms and legs, 
melancholy, mania, etc. 

To give even a partially complete list of the 
numerous symptoms of such a great remedy, 
would be to go beyond our plan; we will only 
give a few characteristic symptoms. 

Impoverishment of the blood, which easily 
produces hemorrhages, ecchymoses; sickly skin, 
pale and wan; general sinking of the nervous 
system, patient has lost his intellectual vigor, is 
irritable ; the glands are developed, have a ten- 
dency to inflammation and suppuration; the 
mucous membranes ulcerate very easily. Swell- 
ing of thé periosteum of the bones; caries, 
particularly with pains at night; scrofulous and 
rachitical affections, ulcerations which grow 
large and bleed easily, tendency to suppuration. 
It is one of our principal remedies for combating 
suppuration, especially in the glandular system. 
General heaviness, fever with horripilation, heat 
of the face, shivering at the least exposure 
when one is uncovered ever so little; cachectic 
weakness, pallor, wdema of the extremities, 
breathlessness, etc. Great sensitiveness to cold 


and to changes of the weather; when there is 
a fever it is light with soft pulse, full, but easily 





compressible; the chills are never great; the 


symptoms are aggravated in the evening and at 
night. Perspiration more or less viscous at the 
least effort; fatigue and coldness of the extrem- 
ities; trembling of the head and limbs, various 
nervous affections, mania, paralysis, mental 
weakness, irritability, sleeplessness, etc. 
Tearing, rheumatic or gouty pains, insupport- 
able in the heat of the bed, particularly at night, 
with perspiration which cannot be relieved. 
Various eruptions on the head, secreting fatid 
matter, and which bleed at the slightest touch, 
with swelling of neighboring glands. Cepha- 
lalgia, with sensation as if the head would burst; 
unilateral neuralgia, with tearing pains, extend- 
ing into the teeth, the ear and the neck; ble- 
pharitis; scrofulous ophthalmia; photophobia ; 
tearing pains in the ear, with swelling and redness 
of the auditory meatus, and various eruptions in 
the ear; yellowish scabs, pustules and little ulcers 
on the lips and chin; odontalgia, aggravated by 
cold, heat, also by eating, principally at night, 
and by the heat of the bed, which renders the 
pain insupportable; gums swollen, red, bleeding 
easily; ulceration of the gums; sensation of 
excoriation in touching them; looseness of the 
teeth; fotid odor from the mouth; swelling and 
ulcers in the mouth; inflammation and swelling 
of the tongue, which shows the prints of the 
teeth; tongue covered with a coat which detaches 
itself in patches; inflammation of the salivary 
glands; abundant salivation; acute inflammation 
of the throat, of the soft palate, of the uvula, 
with swelling ; tendency to ulceration, and some- 
times gangrene; chronic inflammation of the 
throat, with dark or livid redness; sensation of 
great dryness; the patient makes frequent efforts 
to detach a tenacious and transparent mucus; 
hypertrophy of the mucous follicles of the throat; 
phlegmonous angina; ulceration of the tonsils; 
scarlatinous angina, with swelling of the glands. 
Distaste for food, particularly for warm food; 
nausea, with a sweetish taste in the mouth; thirst, 
particularly for cold drinks; pressure and pain 
in the stomach, even after taking the least food ; 
excessive sensitiveness in the epigastrium, and 
the right hypochondrium ; dyspepsia, with slug- 
gishness of the liver, and swelling of that organ ; 
bilious vomiting; mucous, greenish diarrhea; 
burning, corrosive diarrhea; mucous diarrhea, 
with streaks of blood; bloody diarrhea with 
tenesmus, which does not cease even after 
evacuation; falling of the rectum; pale stools; 
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constipation, with bilious vomiting; ascarides 
among children, when other symptoms indicate ; 
continuous desire to urinate; burning urine; 
albuminous urine; burning and itching in the 
urethra, with a discharge of thick matter ; yellow- 
ness and swelling of the glands, and of the 
prepuce. Gonorrhea, soft chancre; bubo, par- 
ticularly at the outset; bloody urine. Greenish, 
purulent, corrosive leucorrhea, with swelling of 
the labia majora and of the vagina, aggravated 
principally at night. 

Influenza, catarrbal fever, with shivering and 
aversion to fresh air; catarrhal affection of the 
respiratory tubes, with fluent and corrosive co- 
ryza, hoarse voice, burning and tickling in the la- 
rynx; always a hoarseness momentarily relieved 
by drinking a little cold water. Sometimes a 
mucus or muco-purulent expectoration occasion- 
ally streaked with blood; suffocation at night. 

The preceding remarks only apply to the 
mercurial preparations in general, to mercurius 
vivus, and to mercurial compounds in which 
mercury plays the principal part, such as soluble 
mercury, and oxide of mercury; but we must 
remember that the special action of the drug 
may be more or less modified in the combinations 
of which sulphur forms a part, (Sulphuret of 
Mercury) iodine, (iodides of Mercury) chlorine, 
(chlorides of mercury) nitric acid, (nitrates of 
mercury) or other powerful substances. There- 
fore we give a few special observations on the 
mercurial compounds most used. 

Bichloride of Mercury, (corrosive sublimate.) 
The action of this substance seems to be more 
intense than that of the other mercurial prepar- 
ations; it is employed in affections of the lower 
part of the digestive tube, particularly in dysen- 
tery ; it appears also to be a suitable remedy in 
ophthalmia, in peritonitis, in affections of the 
genito-urinary organs, and in impetigo of the 
head. 

Protochloride of Mercury, (calomel.) This 
acts principally upon the liver, and upon the 
salivary glands. 

Biniodide of Mercury. The majority of French 
writers advise this remedy in hard chancres, and 
syphilitic indurations, as giving more prompt 
and certain results than the other mercurial pre- 
parations. It is very probable that here iodine 
plays the prominent role, for mercury is not in 
general indicated when there is an overflow of 
plastic matter in the tissues. Thus the learned 


Dr. Kafka prescribes iodide of potassium in hard 
chancre, and very rarely employs the biniodide 
of mercury in such cases. 

Cyanuret of Mercury.—Numerous cases of 
cure of diptheria have been attributed to this 
remedy, and to the biniodide of mercury. Was 
it true diphtheria? Was it not rather a case of 
gangrenous angina? None of the symptoms 
belonging to the pathogenesis of mercury give 
the exact image of diphtheria properly speak- 
ing; that is to say of a false membrane strongly 
adheri +s to the mucus membrane, a veritable 
plastic exudation; it is very probable that in 
the undoubted cases of diphtheria which have 
been cured by the mercurials (and there are 
some well authenticated cases), the cure may be 
in a great -neasure attributed to the other sub- 
stances combined with the mercury, to the 
iodine, the chlorine and the hydrocyanic acid. 
Perhaps also new experiments on the healthy 
body will yet prove that mercury produces 
sometimes pseudo-membranous exudations. 

A remedy having an actio : so extended, and 
which penetrates so profoundly the tissues, 
ought to find a place in the treatment of a great 
number of diseases; we have indicated the 
principal characteristics in the preceding re- 
marks; we shall not return to them, but we 
give the advice of the learned English physician 
Dr. Hughes: Mercury is more often applicable 
to scrofulous affections than to the manifesta- 
tions of syphilis, of which it covers only a cer- 
tain number of symptoms. Its use has been 
perhaps, too much restricted in affections of the 
chest. The importance which recent works 
give to bronchial adenitis ought to cause us to 
use mercury more frequently (particularly cor- 
rosive sublimate) in chronic pulmonary 
affections. 

Among the druys that we have studied, mer- 
cury has several analogues; arsenic, which has 
like it, tendency to ulceration and to putridity 
of the fluids, but whose action is more profound 
and causes a much more pronounced weakening 
of the vital forces. Among the mercurial pre- 
parations, the sublimate resembles arsenic the 
most. Jodine has also some resemblance to 
mercury; their influence upon the blood is 
almost exactly the same; they both render it 
clearer and more aqueous; but ‘odine particu- 
larly causes atrophy, or swelling, with indura- 





tion; mercury on the other hand produces par- 
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ticularly swelling, with tendency to ulceration 
and suppuration. 

Belladonna has also some points of analog 
with it; it acts equally favorably in inflamma- 
tions of the lymphatic system; several of their 
throat symptoms have much resemblance; it is 
the same with lachesis.

Of course the quantity of such impurities varies 
greatly. In Winter, ¢. g., when the windows 
are closed, and there are fewer currents of fresh 
air, the proportion is greater, and the statistics 
show a greater poisonous influence at this season. 
Of course there are various other ways besides 
inhalation by which the metallic particles are 
introduced into the system. 

Dr. Stumpf’s investigations would indicate 
that in printers and type-founders the lead does 
not enter the system through the epidermis ; the 


























means of entrance,as evidenced by the frequency 
of affections of the respiratory and digestive 
organs due to lead poisoning. 

In the liver especially is lead to be found, and 
next in frequency in the muscles. The extensor 
muscles of the right hand are the most fre- 
quently affected. Lead is also found in the kid- 
neys, blood, bones and lungs, but only the 
merest traces in the nervous system. The 
author believes that the deposit of lead stated 
to take place in the smooth muscular fibres of 
the blood vessels, by diminishing their calibre 
helps to explain the atrophy of the muscles, and 
also the occurrence of abortion. Many of the 
facts which we have thus extracted from Dr. 
Stumpf’s paper, and many others for which we 
have not room, are supported by a series of sta- 
tistical tables which he has constructed from the 
material furnished at the Polyclinic in Leipsic, 
during a series of four years.— Archiv der Heil- 
kunde, Aug. 9, 1875. 


The Action of Certain Drugs on the Secre- 
tion of Bile.—Prof. Rutherford, in an address 
before the members of the British Medical As- 
sociation, in August last, detailed some experi- 
ments he had performed on dogs in reference to 
biliary secretion. These results were as follows : 
Croton oil was not found to be an important 
hepatic stimulent; podophyllin stimulated the 
liver enormously, and caused the production of 
a bile almost the same as that which was secreted 
without its action; aloes was a very distinct 
hepatic stimulent, and produced far less intes- 
tinal irritation than podophyllin ; rhubarb never 
failed to increase the secretion of bile, almost 
the same as that secreted without its help, while 
it caused less intestinal irritation than either 
podophyllin or aloes; senna stimulated the liver, 
but not to the same extent as rhubarb, and it 
seemed to render the bile more watery ; colchi- 
cum caused the secretion of a large amount of 
biliary matter; taraxicum stimulated the liver, 
but not to any very great extent; scammony 
excited the liver, but not toa marked extent; 
calomel increased the secretion of bile in one 
experiment, but three others appeared to show 
that it was not a hepatic stimulant, at all events 
in the dog; gamboge produced strong intestinal 
irritation and profuse purgation, with a fall in 
the secretion of bile, probably owing thereto ; 
castor oil showed decided purgative action, but 
produced a slight stimulation of the liver; 
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alcohol did not increase the secretion of bile. 
It thus appears that podophyllin, rhubarb, aloes, 
and colchicum had the most marked effect in 
increasing the biliary secretions of the dog; and 
as to their mode of operation, it appeared most 
probable that they were absorbed and directly 
affected the liver, though on this point it was not 
professed that anything had been definitely set- 
tled. ‘These experiments were opposed to those 
of Dr. Bennett, in so far as that he found podo- 
phyllin diminished the amount of bile secreted. 
The apparent explanations of this difference, 
was thought to lie in the fact, that in Professor 
Rutherford’s experiments the dogs were kept 
fasting seventeen or eighteen hours, while in 
Dr. Bennett’s the dogs had their usual food. As 
regards calomel, the results were certainly 
opposed to clinical experience with man, though 
it was shown that in the dog, as in man, calomel 
produced purgations, and could also salivate.— 
The Lancet, August 14, 1875. 


Catarrh of the Biliary Ducts a Cause of 
Icterus.—M. Cornil describes a lesion of the 
fine microscopic biliary ducts, which occurs in 
various affections of the liver, accompanied with 
jaundice, and to which he thinks the icterus is 
due. He first observed it in connection with 
cirrhosis. In the midst of the hyperthrophied 
connective tissue, between the lobules, the bili- 
ary passages were found lined with their cylin- 
drical epithelium, while the interior of the canal 
was filled with desquamated epithelium. 

The appearances were regarded as indicating 
a catarrhal affection. The biliary ducts being 
plugged up in this way, the bile secreted in the 
hepatic cells has no avenue of escape into the 
intestine, and hence finds its way into the blood. 
It is believed that the icterus accompanying dif- 
ferent forms of parenchymatous hepatitus is due 
to a similar condition of the biliary ducts. C. 
has met with it in cases of hepatitis due to grave 
fevers, such as variola and puerperal fever. 
Moreover, the icterus occurring in connection 
with new formations in the liver, like carcinoma, 
may be similarly explained. Where the disease 
is accompanied by the development of fibrous 
tissue about the lobules, the small ducts become 
affected in the same manner as in cirrhosis, and 
it is only necessary that a sufficient number of 
ducts should be implicated for the icterus to be 
produced. 

It was farther observed that whenever there 
was a complete retention of the bile the hepatic 
cells became affected with a fatty degeneration

To the Editor of the Homeopathic Times. 

GENTLEMEN :—Mrs. B., American, 31 years of 
age, who, having just departed this life, presents 
in the clinical record of her affliction a case 
of moré than ordinary interest to the medical 
profession. 

She visited me professionally for the first time 
in June last, when she complained of a severe 
and almost constant pain, deep-seated within the 
brain, and that too upon the right side. 

On inquiry, I learned she had not been well 
since the preceding winter, about the middle of 
which she complained of a chilly sensation within 
the brain! and that too semilateral and corres- 
ponding to the seat of the subsequent pain. The 
nervous system was in an exceedingly susceptible 
condition, so much so, she could not retain self- 
possession from the slightest agitation. This had 
been so for several months, but was now much 
worse than ever. No “ extrinsic” cause could be 
ascertained for this condition. 

The pulse indicated 85 beats per min.; the 
tongue somewhat furred. Occasional nausea, 
with spells of vomiting. The bowels were and 
had been considerably constipated. 

I watched the case with unusual interest for a 
time, palliating the symptoms to a degree with 
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vomiting on the slightest motion. Complained of 
no pain, but now and then of a prickly sensation 
at the upper extremities. 

Though for several months she complained 
of “double vision,” slightly, now it was very 
pronounced. 

In a few days she sufficiently rallied to get up, 
but gradually sank away again, with an increase 
of loss of vision, and permanency of dilitation of 
pupil. Her appetite had, for the most part, been 
good up to this time. She was quite conscious. 
The temperature of brain surface was apparently 
normal. There was no delirium. The pupils 
did not respond to light, and total blindness 
soon ensued. Thus she lingered, complaining of 
nothing, having, generally, her reason, taking 
nourishment when offered, until within four days 
of her death. Hemiplegia of left side then came 
on, and the pulse came up from 80 to 165, and 
so continued for twu days, when she died from 
asthenia, on the 13th of October. 

A post mortem I craved, but it was not 
practicable. 

May we not suppose the disease to be Chronic 
Suppurative Encephalitis ?

apeutique, says, that the use of sea-water, when

the proportion of red corpuscles. He therefore 
recommends it during convalescence from acute 
diseases; in the apyretic forms of dyspepsia; in 
neuroses associated with impoverishment of the 
blood; in scrofulous and tuberculous diatheses, 
and in diabetes. 


AcTION OF BORAX UPON FERMENTATION 
AND PUTREFACTION.—Schuetzen says this salt 
acts promptly upon the protoplasm in living 
vegetable cells, causing it to contract, to separate 
from the cell walls, and to condense. All move- 
ment is at once stopped within the cell. The 
cells of yeast and mould, ete., lose their vitality 
in a solution of borax. Grapes and currants are 
perfectly preserved by borax. Milk, containing 
one grain of borax in thirty cubic centemetres, 
remained sweet for three months, and beef was 
preserved for a year and a-half in a concentrated 
solution. 


Tue standard of examination for candidates 
for admission to the medical department of 
Michigan University has been raised. The 
applicant is now required to sustain a somewhat 
thorough examination in geography, arithmetic, 
history, zoology, philosophy, grammar in all the 
details of construction, orthography, punctuation, 
etc., and of course show that he is a man of some 
culture.
